they are forced to fhut their Eyes, and at the fame 
Time rack their Brains for fome frightful Story 
which they may tell about and vouch for Truth, in 
order ro pleafe themfelves with the Apprehenfions of 
thofe ignorant Creatures who are weak enough to 
give Credit to their Fables, and to be ftartied at 
Chimeras which never had, or never will have Be- 
ing. Happy is it for che wifer Part of the Nation, 
that their Welfare or Tranquility no way depends 
upon fuch Notions, but that they are able to divert 
themfelves with thefe childifh Dreams, and to re- 
pote themfelves fecurely on the Wifdom of his Ma- 
jefty and his Minifters, beholding Affairs in their 
true Light, according as they are reprefented to 
them by the Proceedings of the Legiflature, and 
n:ver turning their Eyes afide to look after Cou- 
ricrs who never came, or to fearch for Pacquets 
which were never writren. 
As the Temper of the prefent Age feems to have 
a peculiar Turn towards Raillery, I have often 
thought that a fucciné& Hiftory of the falfe Facts 
invented by the Patriots, digefted into Chronological 
Order, under the Title of Annals of the Oppofition, 
would afford a good deal of Diverfion. We might 
from thence learm the Art of calculating Flams for 
all Scafons of the Year. As for Example; how to 
raife the Rumour of an Invafion in the Summer; 
how to forge Articles of Enquiry fit for the Notice 
of Parliament in the Winter; how to equip Ficets 
upon idle Errands in the Spring ; and how to fore ſee 
dark and difmal Defigns which are to be put in 
PraGtice in the Autumn, We might be informed 
of the true Method of mi‘calculating the publick 
Debts ; of the genuine Art of mifreprefenting Trea- 
tics; and of the grand Secret of making Anfwers 
for Crown’d Heads, of which themfelves nor their 
Minilters never thought.

ut fuch a Work as this muft not be expeéted foon, 
fince the Craft/men are already fwell’d to Fourteen 
Volumes, and Common Senfe is imitating his Brother 
D* Anvers in this Particular as faft ashe can. From 
fuch voluminous Records, every-where abounding 
with Matter, it will certainly be a laborious Task to 
draw out all the Prophecies that were never fulfilled, 
all the Articles of Advice which were without Founda- 
tion, and all the Faéts afferted by fuch as never be- 
lieved them. — ea . 
Tuts laft Winter, however, feemsto have de- 
manded more than ordinary Supplies of thefe Sorts 
of Goods.

Convention will not take Placey.As to the why or 
wherefore, we mutt ftay for anoher Expre/s, or, in 
Plain Englyb, “till fomething plaufible can be in-

vented on this Subje&. In the Month of Fanuary, 
an honourable Perfon was reviled for making this 
Convention, which, as I faid, was held to be di/boneur- 
able and deftruétive to the Nation; and fo carly as 
the latter End of April, we are told that nothing can 
be fo difbonourable or deſtructive to the Nation as the 
breaking, or, to ufe the Cant Word of the Faétion, 
The Blowing-up of the Convention. This is certainly

mopes and torments himfelf till fome ſtarving Scrib- 
bler broaches a neno Story of Affronts {rom Foreign 
Princes eee our Merchants Ships, or enter- 
ing into felonious Treatics to fteal away our Trade ; 
then he fhakes off the Vapours for a Day or two, 
bawls, blufters, and bounces abour, damus the Mi- 
niftry, toafts No Search, and wifhes, with all his Heart, 
a red-hot War for the Honour of Great Britain. But, 
when his Heat isalittle over, when he has Time to 
look about, and fees there’s neither Swords our in rhe 
Field, nor Places empty at Coart, then the black Fir 
comes on again, and our Man of Honour is plaguily 
difturbed becaufe the Nation is, and is like to continue 
uiet. 
’ As for the Adminifiration, were it not that thofe 
concerned in it have a real Tendernefs for the Bulk of 
the People of England in gencral, without excluding 
even their moft violent Enemies, and the deluded 
Crowd of their Dependents, certainly they might 
divert themfelves with this Scene; for to a fiber 
Man, and in his perfeét Senfes, what can be more 
pleafant than to fee a Drunkard playing over his 
Ape’s Tricks, now laughing like a Madman, and now 
whining like an Ideot; one Moment fancying him- 
felf a great Man, the Head of his Company, and in- 
vefted with a Power of providing for all who will 
humble themfelves fo far as to ask it; and, in half 
an Hour, all down in the Mouth, bewailing hisown 
Poverty, and fwearing that himfelf and his Neigh- 
bours are Beggars to a Man. Good-Nature indeed 
obliges one to pity fuch a Perfon, to bear with his 
Noife, and to footh him in his fullen Fits ; in which 
reſpect, the prefent hath been the bef natur'd Admi- 
niftration that the World ever faw : In the full Pof- 
feffion of Power, it hath borne fuch Outrages as were 
never offer’d to any other Minifiry ; in the midft of 
Peace, Plenty, and a thoufand other Bleffings of its 
own procuting, it hath been difturbed with che Sigh-
